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EXECUTIVE SUMMARY 


It has been two years since Parliament passed Bill C-31 
ands brought the Indien “Act “into. saccord: «wich. tne 
provisions of tne Canadian Charter of Rights and 
rreedoms. 


Bill C-31 removed sex discrimination clauses from the 
Indian Act and abolished the concept of 
enfranchisement. Bail) -C-31° also provided: tor tne 
restoration of Indian status and band membership to 
individuals who had lost them as a result of the 
discriminatory clauses. Bill C-31 allowed for their 
children to be recognized as status Indians. In 
addition, Bill C-31 enabled bands to determine their 
Own membership rules and thus take an important step 
toward self-government. 


With the aid of native associations, individuals across 
the country have been informed about how Bill C-31 
affects them. Many have requested that they be 
recognized as status Indians. A number of bands have 
assumed control of their membership, and many others 
are in the process of developing new membership rules. 


Only a small number of individuals have returned to 
reserves during the first two years of implementation 
of Bill €-31, resulting Im Tittle measurable Impact on 
the lands and resources of bands. Indian and Northern 
Affairs Canada will continue to monitor the number of 
individuals returpninge co reserves. In view of the 
changes that may take place over the next few years, 
the department will undertake a detailed evaluation of 
the impact of the 1985 amendments and present a second 
report. in Dunew19 9.07. 
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REPORT TO PARLIAMENT 
IMPLEMENTATION OF THE 1985 CHANGES TO THE INDIAN ACT 


I. INTRODUCTION 


The amendments to the Indian Act passed by Parliament 
in June 1985 have great significance for Indians in 
Canada. They represent an end to legislative 
discrimination on the grounds of sex, which first 
appeared over one hundred years ago in legislation 
affecting Indians. In addition, the amendments restore 
Indian status and band membership rights to people who 
lost them in_ the nast as & 1) SES oe ee tata & 
discrimination. Their children are also eligible to 
have their names entered on the Indian Register. 
Moreover, in keeping with the government's commitment 
to Indian self-government, tne amendments provide for 
Indian bands to assume control of their own membership. 


Section 22 of the 1985 Indian Act amendments, passed as 
Bill C-31,* requires a report to Parliament providing 
the following information: 


e the number of people registered under section 6 
of the Indian Act and the number entered on each 
band list under subsection 11(1) of the Act since 
Part bette ae oo; 


e the names and number of bands that have assumed 
control of their own membership under section 10 
of the Indian Act; and 


e the impact of the amendments on the lands and 
resources of Indian bands. 


Section fi of this report describes activities 
undertaken to administer the amendments. Section III 
presents information based on applications for 
registration and restoration of band membership.

Section IV examines the development and implementation 
of band membership rules. Section V deals with the 
impact of the amendments at the regional and local 
levels by looking at expenditures on programs and 
services. 


Information on people applying for status is reported 
as of May 31, 1987. The financial information reflects 
expenditures as of March 31, 1987. 


Il. IMPLEMENTATION ACTIVITIES 


Implementing the 1985 amendments to the Indian Act has 
involved making sure that information about the changes 
is widely disseminated, responding to applications as 
quickly as possible, and providing additional funding 
forspregrams and Services.) -This-=section dascussesmt ire 
communications activities and the changes that have 
taken “place "in the department to -administemmtnemnct. 
Acdreronal program funding “is discussed tn Sectuonmy. 


Communications 


The news media, Indian and Northern Affairs Canada and 
native associations all played important roles in 
disseminating information about the 1985 amendments to 
the Indian Act. Intensive media coverage of the Bill 
C-31 initiative was launched by a press conference held 
on the day the bill was tabled in the House of Commons. 
National media coverage continued throughout’ the 
legislative process and included feature articles in 
major daily newspapers and coverage on major public 
SoariomOrodrams SUCH as “ner vOUrN als. Native media 
also provided day-by-day coverage of parliamentary 
committee proceedings on the bill and regularly tracked 
the issue for their audiences. 


After the amendments were passed, Indian and Northern 
Affairs Canada took several steps to make information 
about them widely available. The department designed 
and implemented a public communications program to 
ensure that the people affected were aware of the 
government initiative and informed about how to qualify 
for restoration of status and band membership or for 
first-time registration. 


Booklets, posters and information kits were developed 
to convey this information. More than 160,000 copies 
of an explanatory booklet have been distributed, mainly 
to native’ communities, band chiefs’ and councils.) ana 
native associations. Information was also sent to 
other interested parties, such as members of the House 
of Commons and the Senate, libraries, universities, 
native media, and the general public.

The Role of Native Associations 


The federal government recognized the important role 
that mative: associations could play agnh fachineauing 
implementation of the amendments. Following passage of 
the amendments, the department invited proposals from 
native associations for projects to assist..individualks 


im saopiyiug for registration. Since “Vune Woes, 
one-time grants totalling $3.5 million have been -made 
to. “eighteen. native associations. The associations 


received the grants to inform those people most likely 
to beseitgqiuple for registration as status Indians ~under 
UNG weGeANScavement .

Responding to Applicants 


Lhe success. of communications efforts and assistance sto 
INGIN I Give Es UO ys Native associations: iS ,.apparent.am .une 
large number of applications for registration under the 
amended Indian Act. By May 31, 1987 the department had 
received 43,868 applications requesting registration 
fom 2905.0 Sa p.con ner Figure 1 shows the number of 
applications received each month since the amendments 
became law. 


The number of people applying in the first two years of 
the implementation period has required several changes 
within the department. Tiersnost visi bDve changes. has 
been the evolution of the Membership and Entitlement 
Directorate. 


tke was estimated TMuitea. lay, that an additional 
thirty-one person years would be required over a period 
of five years to handle reinstatement activities. With 
the high rate of applications, as well as the amount of 
work involved in their research and investigation, it 
became clear that more staff would be required. In May 
1986 -all. Indian requstration sand memberships functions 
were centralized, and person years were reallocated 
within the department to provide the necessary 
resources. 
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III. PEOPLE APPLYING FOR REGISTRATION AS STATUS 
INDIANS 


As a result of the 1985 amendments to the Indian Act, 
any person who lost or was denied status because of the 
discriminatory sections in the: previous law can now 
apoly for registration. The Indian Act provides for an 
Indian Register maintained by the department, with 
applications for registration made to the Registrar. 
Individuals whose names are recorded on this register 
are considered to have status. 


Under the amended Indian Act, those eligible to be 
registered as status Indians upon application to the 
Registrar include: 


1. women who lost status upon marriage to a 
non-Indian; 


2. individuals who lost or were denied = status 
through other discriminatory clauses in_ the 
Indian Act; 


3. individuals who lost status through 
enfranchisement (a process that existed in the 
old Act whereby a person could give up status in 
exchange for certain other rights); and 


4. children of people in the first three 
categories. 


Determining Eligibility 


The Membership and Entitlement Directorate Ss 
responsible for determining whether an individual is 
eliginble for registration as a status Indian and 
entitled to have his or her name entered on a band 
membership list. Individuals apply to the Registrar 
at Indian and Northern Affairs Canada, and their 
eligibility is assessed on the basis of criteria 
outlined in section 6 of the Indian Act. The process 
includes searches of the department's records 
pertaining to the individual and/or to the individual's 
family. 


These records include the Indian Register established 
by the 1951 Indian Act. The register records names and 
events, such as births, deaths and marriages, of the 
individuals registered with a band. If the necessary 
information cannot be located in the register, a more 
detailed and time-consuming search must be conducted of 
the pre-1951 records; these include treaty and annuity 
paylists, and archival and census records. 


Anplications for registration that are incomplete pose 
additional difficulties in determining eligibility. 
For example, an application might not specify the band 
through which the applicant's ancestry can be traced or 
might fail to provide information about the 
individual's parents that would allow confirmation of 
entitlement to Indian status. In these cases, the 
applicant must be contacted for additional information 
or documentation, such as a birth or- marriage 
certificate. This often results in long delays before 
a decision is made on the application. 


NUMBER OF PEOPLE 


Number of People Applying for Registration 


As of May 31, 1987 the Membership and Entitlement 
Directorate had received recuests for the registration 
of 99,951 people. Figure 2 compares new requests for 
registration with the 1985 registered Indian population 
by recicn.

Of the 90,051 applicants sixty-three per cent have had 
their applications considered. Thirty-four per cent of 
all applicants have received final decisions about 
their eligibility for registration. Twenty-nine per 
cent of applicants have had their applications 
considered, but additional information from the 
applicant or genealogical research is required before a 
final decision can be taken. The status of requests 
for registration is illustrated in Figure Sis 
Applications requiring additional information or 
research are shown as being in process.

Of the remaining individuals whose applications had 
been processed by May 31, 1987, there were 1,769 whose 
names were already recorded on the Indian Register. 
Another 25939 individuals have been refused 
registration: An additional 1,425 applicants' names 
appeared on more than one application. The remaining 
123 individuals had mistakenly addressed applications 
to the Membership and Entitlement Directorate but were 
not seeking registration under the new provisions of 
the SAGE: These requests were forwarded to the 
appropriate branch in the department. 


Eligibility for Band Membership 


Of the 24,708 people newly registered under section 6 
as of May 31, 1987, thirty-six per cent were entitled 
to have their band membership restored immediately 
under esectionn Wi) ofthe TndianssAct.© “aAWhee regional 
distribution of these individuals is presented dn 
Pa gure: 25a.

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IV. DEVELOPMENT OF BAND MEMBERSHIP RULES 


The right to determine membership is an important 
aspect of self-government, and the 1985 amendments to 
tires indtan whcte  orovide a means for bandsv.t0 assume 
control of their own membership rules. Section 10 of 
the Indian Act sets out how bands may assume control 
over their own membership. A majority of electors must 
VOC lmepavouGs Of. the. band assuming Control. and in 
favour OomPtnesspecitic rules the band has developed. 
There are also provisions protecting the acquired 
rights of existing band members and those eligible to 
have membership in their band restored. 


The Indian Act allows bands to assume control of their 
membership at any time. However, if bands do not act 
on this provision and adopt membership rules during the 
two-year period ending June ou: ES.7.; federal 
recognition of a person's Indian status will generally 
be sufficient to confer band membership on that person. 
People who have gained membership in this way will then 
have rights that must be respected in any membership 
rules a band might adopt in the future. 


Responding to Band Initiatives 


A total of $6.5 million in federal funds has been set 
aside to assist bands in developing and implementing 
members pauses. ans ror uMaye 31, 1987, 490% binds: "had 
requested and received grants to help them develop 
their band membership rules (see Figure 6). Funds 
distwmuputedsmto atiese: bandsmetotat)$3.6°.militon. In 
addition, five bands had received grants totalling 
$46,500 to assist them in implementing their rules and 
Maintainingumenbershipa records. “Appendix C provides a 
list: of sbands theta haves received funding ‘toe develop 
membership rules. 


Bands send the membership rules they have developed to 
the Minister along with evidence demonstrating approval 
by the band electorate. If the rules meet’ the 
requirementcmotetine  amendedmindinan (Act concerning the 
protection Sone acquimedsarightsm@andass othe ‘supporting 
documents demonstrate that a majority of electors voted 
in favour of the band assuming control and in favour of 
the specific rules, the Minister notifies the’ band of 
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the transfer of control of its membership. If the new 
rules do not satisty thetrequirementsmot sectioned Off 


the Indian Act, the rules are returned to the band for 
appropriate action.

V. IMPACT ON LANDS AND RESOURCES 


The impact of the 1985 amendments to the Indian Act is 
peing felt in several ways. Newly registered people 
intending to move to reserves may affect the provision 
Of —sprnograms ands services athere. To gauge this 
potential impact, the department nas reviewed 
applications received from bands for additional funds 
for programs and services on reserves for these 
potential returnees. A second source of information 
about the impact of the amendments is individual 
applications by newly registered people living 
off-reserve, or by people whose bands do not provide a 
service they need. 


Pinformation cn the. number ton 
indivedials: known. tos) be. intending, toy returnsesto 
reserves, as well as on actual increases in program and 
service expenditures. Only a small number of people 
have returned to reserves to date; as a result, the 
full impact of the amendments has yet to be felt. The 
department is therefore committed to continuing to 
monitor the impact of implementing Bill C-31.

Additional Program Costs 


Individtials acaviring Indian status as. a result of the 
1985 amendments to the Indian Act are eligible for 
federal programs and services on the same basis as 
others whose names are on the Indian Register. Whether 
they Jive on- or off=-reserve, status Indians are 
eligible one nost-secondary education assistance 
throughs Indians and “Norpehern Affairs: “Canada ‘and® for 
non-insured health services through Health and Welfare 
Canada. 


In addition, the federal government provides programs 
and services to “indians living .on ‘reserves much as 
provincial or municinal governments provide programs 
anc @services hor Ouner -individials. FOr people living 
on-reserve, the federal government provides funds for 
nousing, elementary and secondary education, health 
services and social “assistance, most of which are 
delivered by bands’ or tribal councils.

Program and Service Expenditures: 
Health and Welfare Canada 


Health and velfare Canada provides funds for 
non-insured health services for all registered Indians. 
These services include transportation, drugs, dental 
services, eye glasses, health care premiums” and 
contracted health care services. In ‘addition, Healitn 
and Welfare Canada ensures access to treatment and 
health prevention and promotion activities for Indian 
neople living on reserve. 


Health and Welfare Canada estimates that per capita 
expenditures for all status Indians were $395.80 in 
1985-86 and $443.40 for 1986-87. Expenditures for new 
registrants under. Bill C-3] are not identified 
separately. Applying the per capita estimates to the 
number of new registrants yields total estimated 
expenditures of $2.5 million for 1985-86 and $922 
million for 1986-87. Apart from expenditures on 
non-insured health services, no additional costs have 
beens incurred for the provision of health services =vo 
status Indians as a result of the 1985 amendments to 
the Indian Act. 


Measurable Indicators of Future Impacts 


Over the next few years, more new registrants can be 
expected to return to reserves. Thus it is important 
to continue to evaluate the impact of the 1985 
amendments. Areas of potential impact include 
education, housing, employment, economic development,

Indicators of the impact on education on reserves will 
inc ude changes: im .sencole-enron | ment. hie Impact on 
housing will “be monitored through applications for 
housinc units and related infrastructure to accommodate 
naw reserve residents. Employment and economic 
develooment indicators include changes in employment 
mates. changes in. access. to trainindg,..and changes ain 
the demand for lending programs.

VI. CONCLUSION 


The three principles that guided the formulation of the 
1985 amendments to the Indian Act were removal of 
discrimination, restoration of status and membership 
rights, and increasing the control of Indian bands over 
their own affairs. With the passage of Bill C-31, the 
discriminatory clauses were removed from the Indian 
Act. With respect to the restoration of status and 
band control of membership, the necessary changes will 
take time to accomplish. There has been significant 
progress, however, in the first two years following 
adoption of the amendments. 


The success of communications and information programs 
can be seen in the fact that 90,051 people have come 
FORWonG wt Oecdp phy, fon « Tederal arecogniti1.on- of ether 
indjanwneratage. |, in uaddition,. over four-fifths cof val 
bands in Canada are at various stages in developing 
their own membership rules. Federal funding has been 
provided for the additional program costs resulting 
from the amendments and it is being made available to 
Daneswetrioa) COUNCILS -and) andividual’s. 


Indian and Northern Affairs Canada is meeting the 
administrative challenge of handling the large number 
Ofeekedistmnation, abplications already received. The 
department will continue to monitor the impact of the 
amendments on lands and resources and the provision of 
services and benefits to newly registered individuals.

This 
Sitanates the possibility that individuals registered 
as a result of 8111 C-31 would be counted twice: once 
as new registrants and once as members of the base 
nopulation.
